— A difficulty occurred in this 
county, on Saturday night, between 
“Mash Petty anti Windell Trout, his 
nephew, which resulted in the death of the 
former. There are many and conflicting 
rumors in regard to the cause of the diffi- 
culty, but all of them agree that it origi- 
nated about a dog fight The dogs were 
called, shortly after dark, to chase away 
something that had disturbed the fowls.

— Never run into debt! Avoid pecuni- 
ary obligation as you would pestilence or 
tsmiue. It you have but fifty cents, and 
t an get no more for it week, buy a peck of 
corn, parch it and live on it, rather thau 
owe any man a dollar.’ ” 

Governor Flanders has suggested to the 
Commanding General that it would he 
well to appoint two additional members of 
the Levee Board— two residents of New 
Orleans — so that a quorum may he as- 
st tabled at ouce.

Bombay, India, Sept. 4, 1867. 

The United States steamer Iroquois, 
commander Earl English, arrived at this 
port lust evening from Muscat, Arabia. 

The Iroquois furnishes the following in- 
teresting general correspondence from 
Arabia for the New \ork Herald: 

Mrst’AT, Arabia, August 28, 1867. 
This city is situated at the entrance to 
the Persian Gulf, on the east coast of 
Arabia, and contains a population of 
about seventy thousand with its suburbs. 

It is the metropolis of Eastern Arabia, and 
has an extensive trade up the Persian 
Gulf, to Bombay and other ports in India, 
while some of its vessels are occasionally 
seen in England and at New York This 
fine, large harbor is land locked by the 
high, barren rocks, upon which are several i 
fortified peaks which overlook aud protect ' 
both the harbor and c ty. The city is 
built mostly of low walls of brick or stone, 
which arc covered with bamboo mats, I 
reed?, or palm leaves to protect the in- ! 
mates from the sun, and an occasional | 
sprinkle of rain about once in six mouths. 
The windows are square holes iu the walls 
for ventilation, without window glass, but i 
usually supplied with light grating. The 
streets arc uDpavcd, narrow, and crowded. I 
The shops and buzaurs are arranged much 
like the Washington meat market stalls i 
under one low roof and divided by narrow 
paths, each side of which are large chests 
or boxes used fur holding their goods and 
wares. 

These paths are often crowded and 
blocked with people, ami the herculean 
task of elbowing one's self through the 
dirty, naked, greasy crowd of uegroes and 
Arabs is decidedly expensive in the way 
of perspiration, patience, aud good cloth. 
The palace buildings and soldiers’ quar- 
ters are the largest and best building-t, 
but they appear to be tbe dilapidated re- 
mains of a thousand years, Akigh stoue 
wall surrounds the city for defense, in 
which are wijf, fieavj gates uuder stone 
t 07 It . rs thirty Ot forty leet high. They re- 
I suable the pictures we often see of the 
| gates aud towers of ancient Jerusalem, 
Outside tbe walls are thousands of 
wretched negro huts, formed by spreading 
a few mats over posts stuck in the ground. 
Not a green tree or shrub is to he seen, 
and the scorching air from the burning 
sands of Arabia is reflected by the sur- 
rounding wails of the towering rocks upon 
the city and harbor. A temperature of 
106 degrees is common here, notwith- 
standing the latitude is over tweuty three 
degrees north, and tbe nights are oppres- 
sively hot. 

The inhabitants are Arabs, Hindoos, 
and negroes. The Arabs and Hindoos 
are mostly merchants and traders, with 
their shaved heads, turbans, loose dress, 
sandals — Mahomtnedan religion, and usual 
characteristics. Most of the negroes are 
slaves, and only dressed by some cloth 
about their loins. The women are objects 
of curiosity and wear rings in the nose, 
usually between the nostrils, but some- 
times on one side. They also wear a cov- 
ering for the face, which has openings for 
the eyes, hut covers tbe forehead and 
cheeks, with most of the face above a line 
with the mouth, This musk is nude of 
bright tinseled work, and gives them a 
singular appearance, not easily described. 
1'olygt.niy is ouc of the institutions of the 
country. Fruits and fish are abundant 
and form the chief living of all classes. 
The wages of a negro man is about $2 a 
mouth, aud everything is very cheap in 
the way of living. In a walk about town 
hundreds of the negroes are passed car- 
ryiugsbeep skius, filled with water, instead 
of jars. '1 hey have some fine Arabian 
horses, hut carriages, wagons, or carls are 
not to be seen about the city. The lau- 
gusge used most is llindostauee, but Ara- 
bic ts spoken considerably. 

The government had long remained in 
peace an>i tranquility umler the old King 
Imauin, but is now reut with civil war. 
The dominions of the “irnautn ' com- 
prised over a thousand miles, and nearly 
the whole southern coast of Arabia, with 
most of the atijoiuing coast of Asia to the 
river Indus. About six months since, his 
eldest son, Syud Selim, a villainous-look- 
ing, eoG rprising youth of thirty-live, took 
the prompt and decisive step of ending 
his long suspense hv putting the old king, 
his father, out of t ne way, und immedi- 
ately took charge himself here at Muscat. 
A brother of the ol 1 king, named Syud 
Turkee, joined by a large party, is tryiug 
to revenge the death of King Irnaura, and 
take the reins of goverumeut. lie had 
collected several ehips aud captured 
many towns along the coast, when the 
English gunboats curtailed his brilliant 
achievements by capturing him and put- 
ting him in irons. Subsequently he paid 
a small amount of damages, and w.ts re- 
leased, with permission to do all the light- 
ing be might choose on land. He has 
been marching towards this city during a 
week past, and this morning s Bulletin 
fayB he is about ten miles from the city 
with over five thousand troops. 

American ships are well represented in 
the harbor, and the stars and stripes have 
been waving from two brigs and a bark for 
some time past. There is cousiderable 
shipping, and dates and salt fish are ex- 
ported by the cargo to nearly all parts of 
the world Ou the 26th the United States 
steamer Iroquois, Commander English, 
arrived and fired a national salute of 
twenty one guns to tbe American flag. 
The officers and crew are all on board 
The Consular Agent, Mr. W. li. Nichols, 
from Aden, Arabia, came up on the Iro- 
quois, nnd will stay a short time to see 
how the present troubles terminate. 
American war vessels seldom visit this 
port, and the Iroquois is the first since the 
rebel steamer Shenandoah wu3 here, in 
180 . 

A reception to Commander English and 
officers took place at the palace to day at 
1 P. M. They were in foil dress— white 
pants, cocked hat?, epaulettes, aud side 
aims — and were received by Syud Selim, 
his brother, and about ten ol his chief 
officers. He is quite tall and slim, with a 
large, restless eye, repulsive expression, 
and haggard countenance. Ilia dress was 
a fine black cloth gown, plain, and reach- 
ing half way down to his bare legs: on his 
head was a dark purple turban, while his 
feet were hare and without even the usual 
sandals. His brother is a Hue looking, 
bright boy of about fourteen, aud wore a 
dark purple gown on which was a band, 
reaching around bis neck and down to his 
knees, set with pearls, diamonds, and more 
than a hundred precious stones: it was 
gorgeous indeed. Syud Selim welcomed 
Commander English and officers, and 
when the Consulur Agent, Mr. W. II. 
Nichols, was introduced, he offered him a 
bouse aud whatever he required, aud also 
invited Commander English and party to 
take a tide on some of his fine Arabian 
horses. 

Tbe talk of amicable and friendly re- 
lations between the two countries was 
tame, formal, and only understood through 
an interpreter. The visit, which was short 
and occupied less than an hour, ended by 
a treat to coffee and rose-flavored sherbet. 
While drinking it the remarks ubout the 
rebellion of some of his people were an- 
swered by him with the most confident air 
that be had plenty of men to whip Syud 
Tutkee. Scenes in the city while this was 
said at tbe palace showed that the people 
had very little of tbe confidence which 
Syud Selim appeared to express. The 
news that Syud Turkee was within five 
miles of the city and expected to uight 
was spread in the town while the party 
w.-re »t the palace, and the people are 
wild with excitement. This city, distin- 
guished as the greatest trade market for 
pearls and perfumes in Arabia, will prob- 
ably be tbe scene of deadly 6trife soon, 
perhaps to-night. 

The narrow streets aud alleys are crowd- 
ed by an excited people, that are nearly all 
armed except the negroes. The doors to 
most of their bouses are open, and some 
resurrected weapon of warfare is brought 
out Btid being prepared, old guns of anti- 
quated appearance are being fixed up, old 
swords, cutlasses, pikes, spears, knives, 
and dirks of various kinds are brought out, 
covered with rust, which they are scouring 
t H and sharpening for the fight. Many of 
the merchants nre sending their specie and 
taluables on board of one of the American 



brigs in the harbor, while others are pack- 
ing their goods, and the negroes are run- 
ning off with the buudles to some of the 
fortifications above the city on the rocks. 
Business is suspended, and many of the 
people seem to expect the worst. During 
several days past all the chief men and i 
merchants have been wearing the long 
sword, scimetar and shield about the I 
streets, ready for a hand to-hand fight in a 
moment. It is B&id that even herein the 
city some are opposed to Syud Selim, but 
1 have been usable to learn their strength 
or numbers. The excitement is on the in- 
crease at five P. M , and the latest news 
is that Syud Turkee, with his army, has 
made a halt, only three miles from the 
city. But I must close, as the steamer to 
Bombay sails in an hour, aud the mail i3 
being made up. 

MEXICO. 

TIIE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION — RE - ELEC- 
TION OS’ PRESIDENT Jl'AREZ.

City or Mexico, September 26, HOT. 

On Sunday, 22d inst , quietly came off 
in this city the primary elections. These 
are merely for the choice of a numerous 
body of “electors,” who hereafter elect the 
President, Congress, Ac. Tbe result in 
the city is au overwhelming defeat of Jua- 
rez’s proposed amendments tothe Consti- 
tution, but the choice of a majority of 
electors favorable to his re-election to the 
Presidency. The rest of tbe Republic re- 
maias to be heard from; but the re- elec- 
tion of Juarez is almost beyond a doubt. 
A Juarist journal, the Constitutional, pro- 
poses Diaz for Vice-President 

Don Eeon Guzman was appointed by 
President Juarez, some mouths ago, Gov- 
ernor of the rich, populous, and import- 
ant State of Guanajuato, with the usual 
udeh gation of a considerable portion of 
the Presidential “ample faculties, ’ which 
he soon began to use with such vigor and 
effect us to bring upon himself a *errible 
hue and cry from ?b<- p resa; ftcc . nr ji ns to 
the hewspapers, bis succeeding the 
French commandant wa3 merely swap- 
ping the devil for a witch. During the 
Governor's absence from hu fashalicfe, on 
a sboit visit to this city, his suhstilule 
duly proclaimed the President’s election 
order, the famous conrocatoria, which 
turns the Constitution tail foremo-t in the 
most irreverent way. Now it so happens 
that Don Leon, aa Vice-President and act- 
ing President of the Congress of H57, has 
the honor of having his name first on the 
roll of signers of that instrument, and 
with a very natural fondness for his own 
offspring, resolved, on his return to his 
State, not to permit the execution there of 
what he considered the unconstitutional 
portions of the conrocatoria, but to have 
the elections held according to the Consti- 
tution, pure and simple. This determina- 
tion he announced in an argumentative 
letter to Senor Eerdo de Tejado. Minister 
of the Interior, and also in a circular to 
the Executives of the other Mexican 
States. In short, he made what one of the 
ministerial journals flatly calls a pronun- 
ciamento. 1 he President promptly retnov* 
•d him, and ordortd Gen. Antilion to take 
his place. What thereon occurred at Gu- 
anajuato is but obscurely reported, 

After considerable hesitation, the Gov- 
ernor of Puebla, Gen. Mendez, published 
in that State the concoc-rtoria, but omitted 
the parts which the opponents of the Pres- 
ident consider unconstitutional. He also 
was removed, and seems to have occasion- 
ed no trouble. On the 21th inst., his suc- 
cessor, Gen. Garcia, telegraphed to the 
Government here that be had taken pos- 
session of his post. 

In the State of Guerrero, in which is the 
important port of Acapulco, a singular 
condition of thing3 exists. Old Juan Al- 
varez, the cacique of the Pinto Indians, 
was, half a century preceding his death, at 
a very advanced age. on tba 21st ult., 
practically the absolute ruler of that sec- 
tion; and his son, Diego, aimed at suc- 
ceeding to bis power. Juarez had made 
him military commander there, and, by 
authority either of the President or of his 
father, Juan Alvarez, he was also Govern- 
or of Guerrero. But Gen. Jimenez pro- 
nounced against, bim, about two months 
ago, at fguala, (the scene of the Iturbide's 
pronunciamenlo over -10 years ago), and 
joining his Liberal troops to the band of 
Yicario, a noted Imperialist officer, pro- 
claimed Altamirauo executive of the 
State. Aitamiratio being then ill in this 
city, Jimenez supplied his place in Guer- 
rtro; and as the former on his recovery 
set up a journal here (in which he berates 
the Government in the style of his essay 
on Mr. Seward's despatch asking the liber- 
ation of Maximilian), and stems inclined 
to remain, the former is likely to profit 
the most from his movement. The jour- 
nals give only occasional glimpses of its 
progress. Diego Alvarez is stated to be 
driving out the inhabitants op»p ised to him 
on the Pacific coast, while adhesions of 
villages in the interior of the State to Ji- 
menez, tbe troops of Alvarez retiring be- 
fore him, are from time to time reported. 
The press of this city evidently favors 
Juarez, as a man disposed to end the des- 
potism of the Alvarez family in that quar- 
ter. Strange to say, the central Govern- 
ment preserves silence, if not inaction, in 
the dispute. Guerrero is the political 
Utah or Florida of Mexico, hard to con- 
quer, and harder to keep, and Juarez is too 
wise a man to meddle in the Kilkenny cat 
tight ol the Pinto Inians. 

Lozada's case ia still more obscure. 
This t hief of the Nayarit Indians, Geu. 
Don Manuel I.o/ada in the official nomen- 
clature of Mexico, is, and has been, for 
years past, the virtual rulerofthe country 
about Tepic and Sun Bias on the Pacific 
coast. He holds the mouth of the Santia- 
go river, the outlet and iulet of the com- 
merce of m »rly all the country west of 
this city. His rule is liked by the inhabi- 
tants ol his dominion, as on rctiriug from 
his original profession of a highway rob- 
ber he set about keeping the peace, aud 
has always preserved order aud quiet 
within his jurisdiction. On the retirement 
< t the French from the Pacific coast he 
haughtily proclaimed his neutrality, 
which Corona reluctantly respected. Ou 
ti.e fall of this city, he as haughtily sent 
in his adhesion to Juarez in rather patron- 
izing terms, aud shortly before, in imita 
lion of other powers of the earth, he had 
written to Escobedo, iu advocacy of the 
liberation of Maximilian, a manly letter, 
to which the captor of Ijueretaro sent a 
respectful and friendly answer. Lozada’s 
adhesion was gracefully accepted by the 
central Government, althoigh some of the 
Liberals loudly exclaimed against this 
pliancy before the most conspicuous Im- 
perialist of all western Mexico; and he 
himself was directed to visit the capital, 
and tendered a safe conduct for the jour- 
ney. 

Other permanent political sores of Mex- 
ico have also commenced. The tribe of 
Mejia (the Queretaro victim) is positively 
stated to have “pronounced in its inac- 
cessible mountains in the eastern part of 
the State of Queretaro. The Government 
authorities at Ducareli are reported to 
have been shot by the insurgents. The 
Continental (Juarist journal^ reports but 
doubts these rumors. Still, the Sierra of 
Queretaro ia evidently in an uneasy 
State. The wild Iudians of the northern 
frontier, now that there are no French 
troops to meet them, are recommencing 
their incursions, and a band of them not 
very long ago advanced as far south as 
Durango. The Indians of Yucatan are 
again in revolt, and the Mexican press is 
justly indignant at the aid they receive 
from the British colony at Belize. The 
newspapers present, as proof - positive of 
the fact, a proclamation of tbe Governor 
of Belize, offering a reward tor the appre- 
hensiou of certain persons who had robbed 
of military stores the boats trading with 
the Indians known tu be at war with the 
Mexicans of Yucatan. 

One of the most pointed and significant 
political jokes of the season is by John 
I’aul.who, speaking ot the Ohio election 
and its effect on lien Wade, says: “Of all 
sad word?, Ac., tbe saddest are we might 
have Ben. ” He might have added that 
the radical leader in Ohio bad Ben Wade 
aud found wanting — office, as usual.

“THE POPULATION OF MASSA- 
CHUSETTS.”

The afternoon service of the American 
Social Science Association was opened ba- 
the reading of a paper by Dr. Nathan Al- 
len, ot Lowell, upon the population of 
Massachusetts. After mentioning the 
two modes in which population may be in- 
creased, he stated his purpose to be to in- 
quire (1) what has been the increase of 
population for a series of years in Massa- 
chusetts; to notice (2) some changes in 
the phyiscal organization of females, as 
affecting the laws of human increase, to 
present some remarks Cl) upon tbe na- 
ture and probable results ot these changes. 
An inspection of the census tables shows 
that for the JO years from 17'.' to 120 the 
increase averaged II per cent, in ten 
year;;, aud this ratio constantly increased 
up to the decade from 18A0 to lx>u, when 
it was 21 per cent. During tbe first 
part of this period large numbers emigrat- 
ed from Massachusetts to other States, 
with scarcely any return, ln the latter 
part it has increased by immigration from 
other States and from fortigu countries, 
it is estimated that thtf emigration from 
the State to other States during the 10 
years from HaO to lst'.O has exceeded the 
emigration from other States by from 4,- 
000 to 5,000. 

It is further to be observed that the pro- 1 
portion and numbers of births from for- 
eign parents has been continually increas- 
ing, while those of native parents have 
scarcely varied. This is proved not only 1 
by the census, hut by tho registration re- 
port. The increase of population for 20 
or 25 years has been mainly in the cities 
and large towns, and it will he found to be 
largely made up of the foreign element. 
In t be smaller villages the stock is mostly 
American, and has hardly increased at all. 
Iu fact, a careful analysis of the census 
reports at different periods shows that this 
increase of population in the State follows 
almost invariably in the same line and in 
the same proportion as the foreign ele- 
ment has beeu introduced or increased. 
Examining tbe number of deaths, we find 
that there are absolutely more deaths than 
births among the strictly American chil- 
dren, so that, aside from immigration and 
births of children qf foreign parentage, 
the population ot Massachusetts is reii!” 
decreasing. Another fact developed by 
reports is, that, whereas, in 1765 nearly 
one-half the population of Massachusetts 
was under 15 years of age, it is believed 
that at the present time not more than 
one-fifth of the purely American popula- 
tion is under that age. The number of 
children in an equal number offamilies of 
American and foreign birth will be nearly 
three times as great in the latter as in the 
former. 

Ihe records of many towns will include 
six to eight generations. Examiuatiou 
shows that the families of the first genera- 
tion bad an average of eight to ten children, 
of the next three between seven and eight; 
the fifth abont five, and the sixth less than 
three to each family. Formerly larger 
families were common, now they are rare. 
In seme of the old towns the records of a 
hundred years do not show a single mar- 
riage couple without children. The New 
York census of 1865 shows that of 9 j i, 236 
married women, 137,745 had no children, 
and 303,898 had only one or two. Iu the 
small town of Billerica there are the re- 
cords of 90 families of 10 or more children. 
Five of there had 14 and onb 21. Ihe to- 
tal in the 90 families is 1,013. The birth 
rate shows the same fact that American 
families do not increase at all, and the in- 
spec.ion of the registration in other States 
sbows that the same remark applies to all. 
It is remarked that the decrease of chil- 
dren is found to prevail in the country al 
most as much as in the city, and that only 
about three-fifths of al! that are born, in- 
cluding city and country, ever reach adalt 
life. YVhat then is to be the state of soci- 
ety in New England fifty or a hundred 
years hence? What is to become of the 
Yankee stock? Can the difference among 
the births of foreign and native parentage 
be attributed to a degeneracy in the phys 
ical cenditiou aud organization of females, 
or a settled determination with large uum- 
hers of the married to have no more chil- 
dren, or a very limited number? 

Writers upon population regard, as prin- 
cipal causes in preventing its increase, cli- 
mate, famine, pestilence, goverumeut, war, 
want of murriage, and prudential eonsid 
eratioDS. The speaker showed that nei- 
ther of these agencies, except the last, 
could have exerted any great effect, aud 
this he discussed at length. His points 
were that such considerations are natur- 
ally wrong and physiologically harmful. 
The primary object of the marriage insti- 
tution is the propagation of the human 
species. The practice of abortion was al- 
luded to, aud the statement made that 
never and nowhere in the history of the 
world was the practice so common as in 
this country at tbe present day. The va- 
rious means in which it is brought about 
! were stated, and the opinion expressed 
that in New England many thousand abor- 
tions are produced annually. 

The next question discussed was the 
change in the organization of females. A 
very clear division of the body was intro- 
troduced and explained, and tbe necessity 
j of perfect development of each to health, 
ar.d of health to the power of propagating 
I the species. In the muscular tempera- 
ment, the children of the present day are 
| scarcely developed at all, from various 
causes which were stated, the principal 
among which is the almost total neglect of 
tuauual labor; the body at a whole is fee- 
i hie throughout, and individual muscles are 
small, flabby, and weak. The fashions iu 
dress have served to weaken the lymphatic 
and sanguine organs, and it is the opinion 
of the best physicians that the pressure 
upon the upper part of the body has serv- 
ed to weaken, depress, and displace that 
organ in woman which has most to do with 
reproduction, and all kuow how common 
these diseases are at the present day, al- 
though entirely unknown to our grand- 
mothers. Ou the other hand, in New En- 
gland the brain aud nervous system gen- 
erally have been highly developed an i al- 
together predominate. * The effect of this 
is seen in the intense headaches with 
which our women are now afflicted, the 
other portions of the body not being suffi- 
ciently developed to resist the attacks of 
such diseases. 

As a general rule, people highly educat- 
ed. and following pursuits of whatever 
kind that severely tax the brain and ner- 
vous system, have a less number of chil- 
dren than those persons engaged in man- 
ual labor for a livelihood. VYomen dis- 
tinguished for genius and intellectual at- 
tainments have never, as a class, been 
prolific of offspring. This state of things 
is abuormal and unnatural, against the 
-designs of nature, and in violation of the 
laws of health. Those who are thus af- 
fected are frail and weak, break down in 
child-birth, and a great number cannot 
nurse their children properly. The great 
majority ot women at the present day 
have no natural breasts, and, though the 
artificial ones look well outwardly, they 
afford a poor substitute for the support of 
a child. Many children are brought up 
by hand entirely, nt a great- hazard of 
life. These facts are one of the strongest 
arguments to prove that the female organ- 
ization is undergoing a change for the 
worse. It is now generally believed that 
a child derives its constitution from the 
mother, showing the importance of 
strength and vitality in women. A change 
in the sexual propensity, a visible decline 
in the propensity implanted in women for 
noble purposes, is a key to the increasing 
infidelity of husbands aud the long lists of 
divorce. American women have been also 
diminishing in size for fifty years. A 
comparison between the French and 
American women was drawn, and, though 
the causes of the movement have been dif- 
ferent, the result has been the same. 
While there has been a great advance 
among women intellectually, it has not 
really been an improvement. 

In answering the question, What is to 
be the remedy ? tbe speaker stated his be- 
lief that little is to be expected from in- 
termarriage. The evil is caused, as has 
been stated, by three things: Neglect of 
physical exercise, fashionable dress, and 
too exclusive cultivation of the brain. 
The remedy oi the first is plain, and the 
movement in seminaries for the increased 
physical development cannot be too high- 



ly commended. To persuade women to 1 
give up fashion is more difficult, bat there 
has beeu some improvement iu the fash- 
ions themselves of late years. But still 
there is the custom of clothing the body 
unequally, so that the breast and the arms 
and legs are not kept so well guarded 
against sudden changes in the weather as 
the other phrts of the body. The effect of 
this is to produce a congested state of the 
blood. The use of fine wheat flour in a 
newly baked condition brings on dysDep- 
sia, indigestion, and costiveness. G rU 
are put to school toe early, and in every 
particular their education is too stimulat- 
ing and exciting for their organization. A 
relorm must also be effected in the no- 
tions of the object of marriage and the 

? ualities most to be sought for in a wife, 
nstead of the slender form, small waist, 
and fashionable accomplishments, let a 
well-developed body, good health, a sound 
constitution, and knowledge of domestic 
duties be the qualities most preferred. 

Quite an interesting discussion followed 
the reading of this paper. The Hon. 
Ainasa Walker opened it. He expressed 
his concurrence with the views set forth by 
Dr. Allen, and stated that to his mind the 
great mistake of the age was that the wo- 
men of tbe day were absurJiy educated; 
that in our system of female education 
more attention was given to the study of 
Greek and Latin, and the higher branches 
of mathematics, which were really of sec- 
ondary value to women, than to domestic 
duties. He did not believe that girls should 
be taught to read and talk Latin before 
tbey could make a comfortable loaf of 
bread or a decent pudding. 

Mrs. Caroline H. Dail did not exactly 
like the sentiments of Mr. Walker, and 
said so. She hoped that his remarks 
would not be misconstrued, as no senti- i 
ment should go out from this association 
that would tend to interfere with or inter- 
rupt the w.j. k now being done in the di- 
rection cf female education. Woman's 
brain should be educated as much as pos. 

I sible. She should be taught Latin and 
| Greek, if she would iearu the studies, so 
that she might be able to say in five min- 
utes, if it was required of her, what she 
would otherwise require fifteen to express. 
The great tronble was that woman's mus- 
cle was not educated uniformly with her 
brain. There wns in the higher circles a 
distaste for household labor and for any 
branch of work. This mu9t be dissipated 
before anything can be accomplished. 

Neither the middle nor the lower classes 
W1 1! *CVe ]»bor so long as the higher 
classes despise and frown upon it 

Mr. Walker explained that in his re- 
mark his intention was not to depreciate 
education, but to call attention to the mis- 
direction of it in the case of women. 

Dr. H. B Storey, one of the foremost 
and most zealous workers in the reform of 
anti-abortion, added a few words to those 
of Dr. Alien in his paper, to make the 
subject as emphatic as possible. 

Mrs. Dr. Young, of Lowell, declared 
that her investigations as a physician of 
the cause of the diseases of woman had 
taught her that they were not so much 
from her style of dress as from the infi- 
delity and excesses of man, whereby her 
vital force was degenerated and weakened.

A XACT COMMENT — CONGRESSMAN ARNOLD 

WRITES A LETTER. 

[Chicago Times, I9tl».) 

Mrs. Nancy Arnold, of this city, ha* 
written a letter to tbe New York Tribuoo

that the sum wi:b which Congress might 
have purchased Mrs. Lincoln s silence 
would col have more than doubled the na- 
tional debt Is not tbe .“debt of gratilnde ’ 
which the nation owes to Mrs. Lincoln, 
for having been the wife of A. Lincoln, 
more than equal to the national debt? To 
be snre it is. 

There are divers reasons why it is — rev 
sons, too, which Mrs. Nancy Arnold omita 
to mention. Had some other woman been 
tbe wife of A. Jrincolo — Mrs. Nancy Ar* 
v nold, for instance — it is more than proba- 
ble that she would not have hod so many 
“dear friends. That is, they would have 
been cheaper friends for the people. The 
people would not have been made to pay, 
in official stealings, for $2,000 shawls, and 
$4,0C0 dresses, and 81.500 diamond rings, 
to make op to loyal office-holders the cost 
of these valuable presents to the “power 
behind toe throne. For no one believes, 
had A. Lincoln been married to Mrs. Nan- 
cy Arnold, that he would have yielded so 
easily to her seductive entreaties as to 
appoint her “dear friends” to office. The 
repulsive frigidity of Mrs. Nancy’s nature 
| would not only have failed to impress the 
susceptibility of the anciesl Abraham, 
but would bare interposed between her 
dear friend? and their lustful desires an 
icy barrier that tbey would not have dared 
to approach with diamond rings or cam- 
era hair shawls. 

Thurlow Weed says the greatest misfor- 
tune of A. Lincoln was in being married 
to the woman who exposes for sale tho 
gifts of her dear friend*. Next to this, 
his greatest misfortune probably was in 
not being married to Mre. Nancy Arnold. 
Had he been married to Mr3. Nancy, 
Congress would doubtless have done iu 
duty, and the gTeat scandal which has fal- 
len upon the Jacobin dynasty would have 
been prevented. 

A REMARKABLE AFFAIR.

On the 1st of August, HID, Battbyanyl ' 
and Szemere arrived at Nyiradoni to pro- 
ceed to Arad, by order of the government 
Kossuth learned, probably from Gu-rgey 
himself, partly from the secret agents he 
had iu tbe camp of the latter, that that 
General had begun negotiations with the 
Russians.

The two Ministers sep- 
arately opened, upon that basis, negotia- 
tions with Marshal Paskievitscb, when, on 
the 15th of August, 1849, in the house of 
the Bishop Bremer, they handed their first 
note to the Russian Parliamentary Milora- 
davis, who had come tbe night before to 
arrange for the exchange of the Russian 
officers in the hands of the Hungarians. 
That note, delivered to Marshal Paskie- 
vitscb, did not offer the Hungarian crown 
to the Russian dynasty, but its purport 
was to icduce Russia to make a separate 
peace with Hungary. Those negotiations j 
were unsuccessful. Bat on ths 7th of 
August bzemere and Batthyanyi sent a 
second note to the Russian General Tbe 
note was submitted to General Poelteu- 
lerg, who was accompanied by Colonel 
Leopold Benydzky, Captain Joseph Beth- 
len, aud a detachment of hussars of tbe 
Nicholas regiment. While the latter were 
proceeding to the Russian General s quar- 
1 ters, a ministerial councillor replaced the 
I others at Arad, and on the 10th of August 
; the third note was drawn under the presi- 
dency of the governor.

Letter- patent have just been issued to 
four gentlemen — J an: ;s E. Beardsley. Au- 
gustus P. Boyle, E. M. Lewis, and 51. A. 
Clancy — all residents of Washington, for 
an invention which, if it can accomplish 
what is claimed for it, will greatly facili- 
tate the operations and economize the 
time of legislatures and all other delibera- 
tive bodies. By an arrangement of wires 
similar to that of the hutel-aununciator, 
connecting the desks of the members ot a 
deliberative body with tbe voting appa- 
ratus, members are enabled to vote all at 
once, and, after a moment’s time being 
allowed for a change ot vote by any mem- 
ber who may desire it, the result — that is, 
the individual vote of each member, to- 
gether wwh the aggregates respectively of 
the yeas and nays — are plainly shown on 
the dial plates. Simultaneously with the 
summary result, the name of each mem- 
ber voting is printed for the use of the 
reporters of the press. Eight distinct 
claims made by the inventors have been 
allowed by the Commissioner of Patents, 
and arrangements are being consummated 
for the construction of a machine for the 
use of the Common Council of this city. 

If this attempt prove a success, we see no 
reason why the invention will not be adopt- 
ed by smaller bodies in other cities, by 
the legislative bodies of different States, 
and by Congress. — iYask. Chronicle.

Having failed to bang his brother, the 
boy then set-ms to have determined to 
hang himself, and climbing op a sapling, 
about fifteen feet high and about the thick- 
ness of a man’s arm at the ground, ha 
made a slip-noose with the cord, which ha 
placed around his neck, and tying tha 
other end to the top of the sapling he 
jumped from the bush, bending it down 
with his weight, and being strangled al- 
most instantly by the noose tightening on 
his Deck. 

Tbe brother and sister ran to the house 

and gave the aloiui, bnt when assistance 
arrived the boy was quite dead.

Does 
she resist? No. The evidence shows that 
she does not. She says, “I will retire di- 
rectly.” This burly giant rises from his 
couch after having gone to rest, went up 
to his wife — (did you notice how gentle 
Mr. Reasor tossed that basket) — and the 
evidence is that he seized the work-basket, 
nnd threw it against tbe wall furiously. 
[Mr. Reasor here took exceptions to 
the personal allusions to himself, and 
quite a debate ensued between him 
and General Jackson. The General 
went on to say:] I meant no personal 
offence to Mr. Reasor in what I 
have said. I assure him I have spoken 
only in pleasantry, and I hope he will so 
receive it. I have a right to speak of my 
opponents when I design no personal iu- 
dignity. That Mr. Reasor lins made no 
legal argument is aseribable wholly to the 
fact that there is nothing in the case to 
Fustain the prosecution. Let personalities 
rest. That was not the first time, I have 
a right to say from the evidence, that 
Figg abused his family. On that night he 
seized the helpless woman, the mother of 
his children, and said, “I want to kill 
somebody." She, alarmed, breaks away, 
runs through the hoase, meets Mrs. Bout- 
elle, and tells her that Figg is going to 
kill her. He pursues her down 

to the hack yard. Two ladies 

call for Mr. Rice. Where is he? In his 
room in bed. There is no proof that he 
kept pistols in his bed room. It is in 
evidence that Rice cleaned his pistol and 
gun and went hunting with a son of Figg s, 
and that at supper he had a pistol. What 
was Rite called from his room for? Why, 
because this burly giant, Figg, blustering 
and charging, had intimidated, and was 
likely to harm the defenceless women of 
the house. The Commonwealth must sus- 
tain every hypothesis beyond a reasonable 
doubt. Figg saw that Rice was called into 
the arena to protect his wife, and was pre- 
pared for him, striking on the weather- 
boards and calling, “Where is Rice?" So 
more violence was to be offered to Mrs. 
Figg. It was attempted to be wreak- 
ed upon Mr. Rice. Doubtless Rice 
would have protected Mrs. Figg if he had 
been able to do so. There was no ne- 
cessity for him to do so— the wrath was all 
directed at him. Mr. Reasor would have 
held Rice over because he did not rush to 
the defense of Mrs. Figg. The 
evidence shows that he had no oppor- 
tunity of doing so. Your Honor has 
well laid down the law that if Figg 
had attempted te harm his wife, Rice had 
the right to prevent him. I kuow Mr. 
Figg personally, lived near him. I liked 
him, and am not here to assail him in his 
grave, but to protect the living. He was 
a stalwart man, capable of crushing the 
boy Rice to atoms. Rice, seeing no fur- 
ther disagreement between Figg and his 
wife, looked to his own protection, not by 
drawing and shooting and committing a de- 
liberate murder, but by hacking. Some 
say that they would act differently; that 
if a man like Figg were to advance upon 
them they would retire until they saw a 
convenient cliute to get out; they wonld 
not turn and run. Rice was not bound 
hy the law to retreat to the gate. Circum- 
stances did not enable him to get out at 
the time. Figg was striking on the wall 
and calling for Rice. He approached, 
and seeing his danger, tried to get out of 
tbe way. A certain young lady stated 
that there had been a previous difficulty 
between them. All the other witnesses 
testified that Figg and Rice had lived to- 
gether in peace and harmony. Rice was 
the trusted party in buying ice from Figg, ; 
and Loarding in his house. It will not do 
for the young lady that didn't go to see 
the Black Crook to come here and make 
such a statement.

Rice, after telling him he hus 
said nothing and intends to do nothing, ' 
warns Figg not to come near him Figg 
still presses toward him, exclaiming, ,'T 
will crush you, I will kill you,” aftd 
Rice shoAts him.

The fury of a demon 1 
possessed the heart of Figg when Rice 
wns called down stairs, lie, in coming 
down, believed a felony was about to be 1 
committed, aud that he had the right to 
prevent it.

They are like the demonstra) j 
j tions in geometry; no human authority 1 
can overthrow them, and no reason can 
make them void. Decisions against them , 
may dishonor and degrade the tribunal, [ 
hut cannot dishonor the principles.

like the hidden fires in the earth, in God's { 
own time, they will break forth, and no 
humau arm can arrest their progress. Of 
such are the principles governing the law 
of self-defense. 

When Rice had retreated as far a3 he 
could, and the law does not require one - 
to retreat to the wall, he was justified in 
; f hooting his antagonist. Thanking your 
Honor for the patient hearing you have ! 

1 extended me, I here submit the cause to I 
your decision. 

argument ok judge burnett. 

Judge Burnett then rose and addressed 1 
the Court in substance as follows; 

May it please your Honor: After the | 
lengthy and able argument already made i 
in this caee, I deem it unnecessary to | 
■make a long speech. I will promise, how- 
ever, in what I may say to confine myself 
to such points as I may deem necessary to 
further elucidate the evidence. It is a re- 
markable fact that the gentleman who 
first spoke for the defence devoted half his 
argument to Mr. Baird, who had handled 
him rather roughly in a case a few days 
previous. Why did he do this unless he 
wanted to array a prejudice against the I 
Commonwealth? I am authorized, your 1 
Honor, not only to examine into the con- I 
duct of the accused and deceased, but 
also the witnesses. 

Human life has been taken by the pris- 
oner. with a deadly weapon. We put our- 
self on the firm foundation of the law, and | 
declare that tnarder has been committed. 
Legrani Figg aud the prisoner, it is shown 
| by the evidence, were on good terms up to 
the fatal night on which Rice struck him 
! down. It has been shown that Mr Figg 
' came home that night and ate his supper ! 

1 quit-tlv and pleasautly. after which he re | 
I tired to bed. A conversation then took 
place between them, which was heard by 
no living soul but themselves. Mr. Fijjg 
had not been ia bed more than fifteen min- I 
utes until Mrs. Figg ran out in the back 
yard screaming for help. Who answered? 
j No one. Mark you, your Honor, fifteen 
! minutes had elapsed after he had been 
called for, according to the volume of tes- | 
tiraony, before he came down stairs. I 
Where was the prisoner during the fifteen | 
minutes that Mrs. Figg was in the arbor? ^ 

LAt this point the counsel for the de- 
fense objected to the statement that Mrs. | 
j Figg remained fifteen minutes in the ar- 
] bor. The published report of herevidence 
was referred to, aud it was ascertained 
that she had not stated the time.] 
i Previous to the appearance of Rice, Mr. 

| Figg bad taken his wife by the arm in 
kindness, and entreated her to return to 
| the house. Even though they had called 
| upon him for assistance, the taking of the 
life of Figg, under the circumstances, was 
| unjustifiable. Gen. Jackson maintains 
! that Rice acted in self-defense after he had 
| been called upon by the women for assist- 
j ance. The argument of the gentleman 
on sections 38 and 59 of the Code 
are out of all legal reason. His 

[ argument ia erroneous in this par- 



ticular — the construction of criminal 
law nnd city law are unlike. I hold that 
the theories of Gen. Jackson are all in- 
correct. There was no necessity for any 
interposition on the part of Rice. I as- 
sert as a legal proposition that he had no 
right to shoot I.egrara Figg. ft is shown 
that Figg started toward him Is that any I 
reason why Rice should take his life? . 
Was He correct in concluding that he had 
the right to take Figg's life? Did he be- | 
lieve it was neeessary for him to kill Figg 
to savo his own life? 

[Here the counsel read a case reported 
on page 955 of Wharton’s American Crim- 
inal Law, in which two men met hy star- 
light. One pressed the other for a fight. 
The aggressor was unarmed, but attacked 
the man on the defensive, who shot him 
down. Yet the prisoner was held for 
murder. The case of Payne vs. the Com- 
monwealth was cited, showing that it was 
neeessary for the defendant to believe 
that deceased was about to kill him and 
he had no earthly chance for escape ex- 
cept in slaying him. The case of Phillips 
vs. the Commonwealth was also cited, in 
which it is laid down as a precedent that 
iu case of conflict the defendant must 
show that he retreated as far as he could 
before killiug his adversary. The coun- 
sel produced the decision in the case ] 

This is British law, and according to 
its letter and spirit I have shown that the 
prisoner had nn right to take the life of 
Figg on either one of the hypotheses 
claimed by ihe defense. We Lave shown 
a deliberate, sober threat, made four 
months, ago by Rice, that he would kill 
Figg. The defense have the drunken dec- 
laration of Figg that he would crush and 
kill Rice. We have proved that Figg was 
shot in his own yard. The evidence is 
conclusive that Figg fell on the spot where 
he was shot, and there was no necessity 
for taking his life. Is human life growing 
so cheap? Are the shackles to he strick- 
en from the hands of the guilty, and with 
their crimes on their heads turned broad- 
cast on the country, at the mere request 
of eminent lawyers ? 

I.et us turn to an honest and pare ju- 
diciary and rest our cause. I care not if 
it be the son of the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth or the humble laborer on the 
streets, let justice be equally dealt out 
Has human life grown so cheap that the 
boy nourished and fostered by Legrain 
Figg should seek the opportunity to slay 
him. His confessions made to the offi- 
cers of the law when arrested, and his 
weeping in grief is the weakest testimony 
presented by the defense. 

The gentlemen point to the fact that he 
surrendered himself. What is there in 
that? It is evident that he was advised 
to do it. Solitary and alone, at th -- dead 
hour of night, he secreted the pistol in 
the yard, where it was afterward found. 
His tears of agony were the dew-drops of 
a guilty conscience. He wept because he 
felt that he had committed a great crime 
which would put his own life in jeopardy. 

I insist that sufficient has been shown to 
establish the fact that he has committed 
mnrder. I.et us by the light of the past 
reason from tbe premises. Why was Rice 
at the foot of the stairs long after the 
shriek of help had died along the corri- 
dors of the house? He stood there with 
his deadly weapon, awaiting his oppor- 
tunity to kill one of the most estimable 
and enterprising citizens of Louisville. 
the decision ok judge price. 

In rendering his decision his Honor 
took occasion to compliment the advo- 
cates on both sides. He was highly 
pleased with the arguments, which were 
both able and eloquent. He was almost 
at a loss how to decide the case. It was 
the strangest and most mysterious case 
that ever came to his notice. He had 
witnessed what he never before saw in 
his life — the wife and family testify for 
the defense. “The counsel appeared to 
apprehend that I would be influenced J 
against their client. 1 have endeavored 
to hear the case impartially. I do not i 
believe that any amount of outside bully- 
ing could sway nte. In the language of a j 
celebrated Judge of old, I will cling to i 
that adamantine chair that hinds the | 
soul to justice.” 

Alterably reviewing tbe evidence and j 
arguments at length, the eourt announced 
that it would hold the prisoner in the sum 
of $.’>,0C0 to answer the charge of man- 
slaughter. The bail will be furnished this 
morning.

^Memphis Bulletin. 20th.; 

Death of Tbree or thk Ri prese- ta- 
tite Me* of Memphis. — T he prevailing 
disease, which Long to a certain extent 
like a pall over the city of Memphis for 
the past week, fortunately carried off com- 
paratively few of our more prominent cit- 
izens.

Smith, the upright Judge of the Law 
Court, rb# Mr. John L. Taylor, a mer- 
chant of the highest integrity in the city 
ot Memphis.

HOW THEY SELL GRAIN IN RUSSIA. 

A writer in the London News describes 
the way in which the grain dealers of Rus- 
sia do business. To their clever tricki- 
ness he ascribes the present high price 
of wheat in the European markets. This 
price, he thinks, will not be much reduced 
until the harvests of Podolia, Volhynia, 
and Kiev shall be brought directly to the 
seaports by railway, an event which can- 
not l>e long delayed. We quote a few pas- 
sages: 

THE C4BKIA0E OF CHAIN. 

In the first place, the corn was formerly 
bonght of improvident landlords — and 
most Russian landlords are improvident — 
at something less than a fourth of its value. 
The landowner usually took all the risk of 
carting it; for, although the risk and ex- 
pense of carriage were really very great, 
no true Russian ever counted that, as the 
labor was performed by his own horses 
and bis own 6crfs, and even the rude 
wagons in which the corn was conveyed 
were made upon his estate. The Greek 
merchant, however, counted all this, and 
was fully alive to the convenience, and es- 
pecially to the advantage, which might be 
derived by shrewd management from the 
arrangement which provided that all the 
wheat he purchased should be delivered 
at the gate of bis cwn warehouse before 1 
it was entirely paid for. 

ARRIVAL OF TITE CORN WAGOXS. 

The aspect of one of the great seaports 
of Southern Russia from the close of the 
harvest to the beginning of winter is sin- 
gularly interesting and picturesque. 
About the middle of July the first corn 
wagons begin to appear among the won- 
derful eloudscapes of the steppe. To- 
wards the dawn, as the early horseman . 
takes his canter over land which, if fit for 
nothing else, makes the best galloping 
ground possible, these carts will be seen ' 
toiling over the endless plain. They are 
all drawn by oxen, and they go so slowly j 
that they hardly seem to move. When far 
off they look as small and pretty as the 
fairy carriage given to Cinderella by her 
godmother; when near they are curiosi- 
ties of dirt and clumsiness. The cart 
which was within sight at daybreak usual- 
ly arrives at the city gates about night- 
fall. The men at the Octroi who collect 
the town dues are then gone, so the cattle 
aie unyoked and the shaggy, uncouth driv- 
ers roil themselves in their sheep-skins 
and sit down under their wagons to eat 
watermelons, which grow in great plenty 
throeghout the corn districts, and form 
the staple food of the very poor in summer 
time. They are not left long to ruminate 
over this refreshing diet, for some of the 
most industrious and practised thieves iu 
the world surround them on every side. 

THE CRA1X CI-ERATOR — A IHBAI'gll. 

Here, too, the peddler turns up again. 
Be is tLe same peddler who bought the 
corn months ago, and who paid an instal- 
ment of its price, partly in German jew- 
elry, ar.d minus his own commission. He 
is the same peddler, yet not the same. 
When last seen in the country he wore a 
long coat down to his heels, thick knee- 
bocts. and a long, ragged beard. Now be 
is a dapper little fellow, with a trim mous- 
tache, in a cut-away jacket and white

THE CORK REACHES THE WAREHOUSE. 

"When day returns, our young men from 
the country, still dazed and half tipsy, 
assemble round their precious charge, 
now considerably diminished in bulk, and 
the wagons move slowly on amidst hun- 
dreds of other wagons, through a blinding 
dust which lies two feet deep on the road, 
and rises like a dense cloud or fog a hun- 



dred yards high in the air. Presently the 
corn has to be measured for the town dues. 
This work is always scamped, but still 
much corn is Btolen, much is lost, and 
much is wasted. The town gates are sit- 
uated a good six miles from the Greek 
merchants’ warehouses, near the port, so 
cne or two days more are consumed be- 
fore the corn carts arrive there. Thieves 
constantly hover round them. Every now 
and thea theaxletreeof one of the rudely- 
built trueks breaks, and the chief butler 
has to get down with his best man, and 
cut away with an ax at some spare wo id 
till it is replaced, the whole party halting 
meanwhile in the street” 

The writer adds, that, under the present 
system, it often requires several days’ 
time of two peasants and two-score oxen 
to take the harvest of a single farm to the 
warehouse. When the railway is finished, 
corn will be trundled in a few hours straight 
to the wharfs where the barges lie to take 
it on board the ships.

The tiny colony in Cochin China, of 
which nil Frenchmen are so proud, at.d 
which, With the island of New Caledonia 
ana a lew spots of vet dure in the Pacific 
ocean, scarcely- visible on the best at- 
lusses, constitute all that may be dignified 
with the name of the French empire iu 
the East, has lately received a small ac- 
cession of territory and a population that 
has made the Governor General jubilant, 
atd will make the bosom of the French 
people swell with joy. It seems that the 
little patch of subject territory in Cochin 
China, hitherto under the domination of j 
]■ ranee, has been actually doubled in size 
within the last two months, and that a mil- 
lion of human beings have been brought 
thereby under the imperial sway. This 
petty increase of the trench possessions 
which has been announced with great 
pomp and solemnity by Admiral De La 
Grandiere, is utterly insignificant in every 
sense except as indicating the drift of 
French policy in the Eastern seas (al- 
ready well enough understood), and giv- 
ing a further promise that the naval sta- 
tion which France has secured within the 
last five or six years al Saigon contains 
really the rudiments of a great empire, if 
she has the persistency and good luck to 
crown her first successes with futurp con- 
quests. So far as her work iu Cochin 
Cnina yet shows, we cannot fall into the 
hysterical sentiment which the occasion 
invites, that so much more territory and 
so many more people are thus wrested 
from barbarism and brought under the 
"blessings of European civilization.” 
French colonial government, as prac- 
tised at Saigon, demonstrates that were 
Lord Cranborne's verdict fact, it is not in 
India only that natives prefer an aborig- 
inal to a foreign government, far the 
Frinch method of rule has almost depop- 
ulated the luxuriantly fertile delta of the 
Mekong river, which, until the new annex- 
ations, comprised the whole of the French 
dominions in Cochin China. The city of | 
Saigon itself has been deserted by all 6ave | 
the veriest dregs of the native population ; 
outlying villages have entirely disap- 
peared; the rich rice fields of the delta, 
which were cultivated by a busy and thriv- 
ing people before the French occupation, 
have, since 1860, sunk into rank jungle; 
and the export of rice, the staple trade of 
the district, which under native rulers was 
somewhere between 40,000 and 50,000 tons 
annually, has dwindled down in 1863 or 
18G4 to about 2,000 tons, without any ex- I 
port trade having arisen to take its place. | 
Nearly the whole import trade of Saigon [ 
consists of provisions for the forces, and ' 
such munitions and materials as are 
not manufactured in the government ar- 
senals. Goldsmith's famous couplet, there- 
fore, is not realized, for, while the men 
are decaying in the colony, wealth is not 
accumulating, nor is it likely to accumu- 
late under the heavy restrictions which 
are imposed on all foreign enterprise, un- 
less there may have been some recent 
relaxation of which we are not aware. 

Capital is thus excluded from the col- 
ony, and even if the short-sighted com- 
mercial prohibitions were not sufficient to 
banish enterprise and trade, the grinding 
system of taxation which finds favor in 
the eyes of the Government, and which, 
as the wealthy natives have almost to a 
man left French territory, falls. on the mis- 
erable creatures who constitute the popu- 
lation, would strike a deadly blow at the I 
prosperity of the colony. Nevertheless I 
we frankly admit that the French have j 
done something to vindicate European ) 
civilization in the colony, although their | 
works will not bear comparison with the 
splendid and wonderful ruins of the city 
of Ongcor, which stand near the confines 
of the colony to attest the refinement and 
magnificence of a by gone age. Without 
speaking of the ship building yard and 
the arsenal and hospital or "cathedral,” 
we may mention that they have built iu 
Saigon some streets at right-angles; they 
have built a wooden bridge, which leads 
any one who passes across it over a canal ; 
and, to be quite colonial-like, they have 
built some fifty or sixty wooden shops, in 
which a few Chinamen and Malays sell 
liquor and food and clothes! To com- 
plete the petty parochial aspect of the 
whole place, there is the usual amount of 
wrangling, disagreement, and jealousy 
among the h&r.dful of Europeans, who are 
the representatives of course of the much- 
vaunted European civilization; and the 
dissension between tbe services is height- 
ened in this instance by the colony being 
under naval administration, to the almost 
entire exclusion of the military. 

That France, under the regime of the 
present Emperor especially, is aiming at 
an Asiatic empire, is no longer a matter 
of doubt; and in Saigon she has secured 
one of the finest naval stations in the 
Eastern seas, which will by and by be 
rendered impregnable, and will speedily 
be better supplied with the means of 
maintaining a fleet in efficiency than any 
port in Oriental waters belonging to leth- 
argic England. We may anticipate that 
the whole kingdom of Anam up to the 
borders of China, and the entire kingdom 
of Siam, will be absorbed in the course of 
twenty or thirty years by the young de- 
pendency, and we shall then have a 
French neighbor along our frontier of 
Ttnesterim. For the development of a 
powerful empire in that peninsula France 
could not occupy a more favorable posi- 
tion than the delta of the great Cambodia 
river, which drains it through its whole 
length from the frontiers of Burmah and 
China The delta, or in other words the 
French colony, wtph its unrivalled water- 
shed, is the key to two thirds of the area 
of the peninsula, and the position could 
not even be checkmated by our neighbor 
the King of Siam, wrho holds the key to 
the remaining third, maintaining his pres- 
ent close commercial alliance with Eng- 
land. One of the earliest acts of the con- 
querers after they had established them- 
selves at Saigon was an extension of their 
influence northward over Cambodia, an 
appianage of the Siamese kingdom, which 
they wrested from its sovereign lord, and 
alter erecting it into a kingdom placed it 
under the protectorate of France, with the 
privilege of prohibiting the consuls of any 
foreign nation from residing in the 
country. The protectorate is a prelimin- 
ary to annexation, and when that is ef- 
fretfd the way is opened for tampering 
with Siam or making fresh inroads into 
Anam. 

The present King of Siam is an en- 
lightened ruler, speaks English well, and 
has been a frequent contributor in Eng- 
lish to an English journal. He is alive 
to the importance ot opening up the val- 
ley of the Menatn river, at the mouth of 
which hia capital stands, by means of a 
railway from the capital across Siamese 
j and British territory to Moulmein, thus 
giving his commerce a rapid and direct 
outlet into the Bay of Bengal. The an- 
nexation of Siam or of Anam. and the 
consequent establishment of a French 
highway along the Mekeng river into 
Burmah, brings France at once into con- 
tact, if not collision, with English inter- 
ests in Burmah and Southern China. If 
we are to establish a commercial highway 
between China and the Bay of Bengal, 
we cannot allow French influence to pre- 
dominate in Burmah. Judging from all 
present appearances, and by the growth 
of public opinion, it is manifestly the 
destiny of Britain to ada Burmah to the 
British dominions. 

By thus making our Eastern frontier 
conterminous with China, we provide a di- 
rect commercial channel of communica 
tion between Southern China and tbe 
Indian Ocean, and prepare the way for 
throwing open a communication with 
Hong Kong. Long before France can as- 
; cend the Cambodia river so as to subsi- 
dize the States of the Shans, that owe 
- tribute to Siam aud Burmah, perhaps, 



even before she can annex Siam, Burmah 
will be British territory. But, were this 
interpretation of the signs of the times to 
fail, it would be our duty) on the appear- 
ance of France among the tributary Shan 
States, to add Burmah to the indent 
Empire. France herself will give the 
warning, as her progress will be preceled 
with the anarchy she will sedueously help 
to create. With Burmah brought within 
the great red line of British dominion we 
need have no jealousy of French con- 
quests; but with Burmah unabsorbed by 
Britain aud open to French intrigue, and 
finally to French annexation, which will 
shut us out forever from direct communi- 
cation with China, we shall only nurse a 
feeling which will suggest animosity be- 
tween the two nations for generations to 
come. 

THE CODE. OF HONOR. 

A NEW PHARE OF Tit t ROM A N ijf FSTION

Colonel Henry P. Farrow, an attorney 
of Atlanta, recently challenged Judge 
Hood, editor of the Rome, Georgia, Com- 
mercial, for terming him “cowardly and 
pusillanimous.' The Judge replied to the 
cartel, saying that tbe article containing 
the objectionable epithet was written by 
an associate, who whs now absent from 
Rome. Col. Farrow fiercely rejoined that, 
no matter who wrote the article, the chief 
editor was responsible for it, and the 
Judge must fight or retract. The latter 
grew rather nervous about the Colonel’s 
peremptory communications, and pub- 
lished a retraction which the Colonel de- 
clared was satisfactory. In thp mean- 
time, however, the associate editor and 
author of the article, Mr. M. A. Nevin, 
had returned, and totally disapproved of 
his senior’s course. If the latter wouldn’t 
fight he determined to reopen the quar- 
rel himself, and he addressed Coloucl 
Farrcw one of the most singular letters 
on record. He says in this remarkable 
epistle: 

"i, hs tlie associate editor of the above- 
named paper, am alone responsible for 
the phrase. 'This pusillanimous and cow- 
ardly man.' Ac., and not the Judge, and to 
save my life I can find no conceivable ob- 
jection to the language, unless that objec- 
tion may consist in its rbetorical inaccu- 
racy — ‘pusillanimous and cowardly’ being 
rather synonymous terms. You remarked 
that it had been charged that cowardice 
and a mortal fear of bullets had driven 
you to take refuge in thenrms of the Nitre 
Bureau Department. The correctness of 
this charge you neither attempted to pal- 
liate nor deny, but rather thought it an ex- 
cellent piece of strategy on your part, il- 
Instialing the case with an anecdote, as 
usual, and euding with tbe triumphant 
exclamation, ‘I’m damn glad that I am 
Pot-Ash Farrow.’ The language of the 
unfortunate editorial is but the reflex of 
your own sentiments, and 1 am somewhat 
surprised that a recapitulation should so 
astound yon.” 

The pugnacious associate editor, it 
seems, has a new boy-baby and hut one 
leg, two facts he alludes to as follows: 

"Now, I am altogether a fighting man, 
and you have already confessed that you 
are cot Besides, you have a family, aud 
so have I. I have but recently become 
the fortunate daddy of one of the finest 
boys in the ten Territories, and, if possible 
to avoid it, do not wish to take the chances 
of leaving him fatherless. Yet if when 
jcu reply to this you still insist, and 
Messrs. Harris and Walker, your surviv- 
ing references, will stand good for your 
character, why so let it be. 1 have already 
had the small matter of three duels, in 
two of which 1 came off victorious and in 
the third only lost a leg; and, though 
withal I have not formed any particular 
attachment to dueling, yet whenever a man 
has persistently demanded a fight, I have 
always endeavored to accommodate him.” 
lle concludes after this fashion: 

“Permit me to say, in conclusion, my 
misguided friend, that I think you are 
laboring under the delusion that you have 
a character to lose. 

"Finnlly, if your voice is still for war, 
just briug along your implements, and the 
bee hive for your left lower member. I 
scorn to take advantage of any man. 

"Yours, very easy, 

"M. A. NEVIN, 

‘‘Associate Editor Rome Commercial.’’ 
Colonel Farrow did cot reply to this let- 
ter, until several others, from the same 
source, compelled him to answer it He 
declined fighting an associate editor, on 
the ground that he was "a mere employe.” 
lle deemed the chief editor the responsi- 
ble person, and the chief editor bad re- 
tracted. This was all that he wanted. In 
addition, he said: 

"1 have been informed by those who 
have seen you, and who know something 
ot you, that, from an unfortunate accident 
when quite a boy, you lost your left leg; 
and that from that day to this you have 
gone upon crutches. 

"For me to demand of you, in your 
crippled condition, that satisfaction which 
is due from oue gentleman to another, 
wt uld juatly damn me forever. Think, 
sir, for a moment, of the overwhelming 
and merited infamy which would come 
down from an outraged people upon me, 
and upon my children after me, were I to 
challenge and take the life of a ‘crippled 
man.’ 1 recognize the ‘Code,’ and, were it 
not foryour crippled condition, you should 
not complain of being ‘ignored.’ No, sir, 
no waiver on your part can enable you to 
stand before me a perfect man. And I 
say to you, in the most positive, emphatic, 
and unqualified language, that under no 
circumstances, for no language which it is 
possible for oue person to use toward an- 
other, could I he induced to commit so 
grave an error, to commit an act so viola- 
trie of this ‘Code,’ so revolting to true 
manhood, as to challenge to the field of 
honor one who is suspended between 
crutches.” 

Mr. Nevin at once replied to this (as he 
termed it) “lengthy and lachrymose epi- 
sode.” He accused the Colonel of hypoc- 
risy and evasion, and therefore proposed 
to close the correspondence. The Colo- 
nel rtjoined that he objected to closing it. 
According to “the code’ (fifth section, 
second division, first chapter, Wilson’s), 
Mr. Nevin’s second must tender himself 
in his principal s stead. 

It was Mr. Nevin’s turn to rest a mo- 
ment on his oars. In his next communi- 
cation the following passage occurs: 

"Your pretext is that I am a ‘cripple 
and snspendedbetween crutches.’ Toonc 
so conversant with the ‘code’ as yourself, 
you must confess to such balderdash! 
Generals Hood and Ewell are both one- 
legged men, and each commanded a corps 
after their misfortune. Yet, under your 
construction of the ‘code,’ you could not 
and would not recognize these gentlemen 
as being within the pale of honor, because 
‘suspended between crutches.’ These are 
the proper conclusions uuder the ‘code,’ 
as I understand it; and though you refuse 
positively, ‘under any circumstances what- 
ever,’ to recognize me as a principal in 
this matter, aud, though forced by your 
declarations, and my duty to my friend. 
Captain O Conner, 1 withdraw in favor of 
the latter; yet I do so under solemn pro- 
test against any such interpretation of 
the ‘code.’ ” 

The unhappy second now appears on 
the scene in the following: 

“Atlanta, Ga , Oct. 11. 1867 — 1 
10:30 o’clock. / 

“ Colonel //. P. Furrow — 

“Sir: As you have seen fit to adopt a 
strange subterfuge in order to avoid a 
meeting with my friend Mr. M. A. Nevin, 
and intimated a willingness to receive a 
challenge from me, 1 have authorized my 
friend Colonel B. A. Alston to" make an 
arrangement for an immediate meeting. 
"Respectfully, 

“THOMAS O CONNOR.” 
Colonel Farrow accepted this challenge 
the same day, and proposed to fight the 
next morning at sunrise. The net result 
of this remarkable quadrilateral quarrel 
is thus stated by tbe Atlanta papers: 
‘‘Captain Thomas O Conuer and Colonel 
H. P. Farrow met at sunrise on the 12th 
inst., on the east batik of the Savannah 
river, and exchanged shots. After the 
first fire, the challenging party promptly 
expressed themselves satisfied, and the 
friends of the parties declared the matter 
satisfactorily and honorably adjusted. 
Captain O'Connor fired a little in advance 
ot the word. On its announcement, he 
promptly offered his antagonist another 
shot, which he refused to take advantage 
of.” 

Thus endeth the history of how two 
strangers to each other met in deadly com- 
bat because the senior editor who was 
challenged, retracted, and the associate 
editor, who couldn’t get challenged, 
wouldn't retract. It does not seem dan- 
gerous to be an editor in Georgia, but 
there is certainly great peril in knowing 
one.
